Answer.—In the first place it should 
bo noted that the “saints” did not 
come forth at the time of Christ’s cru­ 
cifixion but ”after His resurrection,” 
and the account does not say how 
long “after.” 
As to who they were. 
we could only surmise as the account 
does not particularize sufficiently to 
furnish exact identification. 
Perhaps 
the sleeping saints at the time of the 
Lord’s resurrection were those faith 
fill servants and Prophets of former 
days, such as those mentioned by the 
Apostle in the eleventh chapter of He­ 
brews. 
As to why their bodies were 
caused to appear in the holy city: we 
might conjecture that it was to form a 
type or picture representing the events 
th a t would transpire at the time of 
the resurrection of the entire Christ, 
the Body of Christ, the Church, in the 
end of the Age. 
Their “bodies” may 
have appeared without their becoming 
conscious, aud they will yet aw ake 
from the sleep of death in the last 
days.—Daniel xii, 13.

Hannibal, Mo., May 14.—Rhaling 
the story of Enoch Arden in irs un­ 
usual nature is the case of Otis Wil­ 
ton, Sr., who walked into Hannibal 
last Friday alter having been dead to 
the world for fourteen years, and just 
as preparations were being made to 
take the necessary legal steps to have 
hun declaim dead by the courts.
